Probably the most im portant turn of events in Palm Springs h is­ 
tory was disclosed yesterday with revelation that the local airport 
is to be taken over and used as a Uniled States M arine Corps air op­ 
erations base. 
It was revealed at the same tim e by Marine and 
Naval officials that approxim ately 2.500 men and officers will be 
based here. Of this total about 240 w ill be officers, who with their 
families, will live in the village. 
The force of 2200 M arines will be based at the field itself.

POSSIBLF TO PREVENT INFLOW OF 


UNDERGROUND WATER INTO TUNNEL 


Everything possible is being done to prevent the inflow of under­ 
ground water into the San Jacinto tunnel of the Colorado River aque­ 
duct, the board of supervisors were informed Monday in a letter 
from Chairman F. P. Whitsett of the M.W.D. 


The inflow of water into the 
tunnel has been protested by the 
county board of supervisors and 
has been the cause of three civil 
suits. It is the “unavoidable re­ 
sult of tunneling through 
wet 
ground,” Mr. Whitsett stated in 
his letter. 
The tunnel was grouted to re­ 
duce the inflow, Mr. 
Whitsett 
pointed out, and declared that in 
his opinion the results were "sub­ 
stantially successful.” 
During the past year the flow 
has been substantially uniform. 
Mr. W hitsett declared, and 
is 
about nine percent of the maxi­ 
mum inflow prior to the grouting. 


SURPRISING PLOT 


Water Released 


The letter pointed to the fact 
that “a substantial amount of wa­ 
ter is being released near t h c 
west portal of the tunnel for ag­ 
ricultural uses in Riverside coun­ 
ty 
“under 
an 
agreement 
by 
which the water is released in 
consideration of waiver of dam­ 
ages to specific lands.” 


Mr. Whitsett's letter continued: 
“In grouting, at the completion 
of the tunnel lining, to the great­ 
est practicable extent to prevent 
inflow, and in compensating the 
individual owners of property for 
the unavoidable damages to their 
several holdings, the district be­ 
lieves that it has fully complied 
with its stated policy. It is impos­ 
sible to deliver water entering 
the tunnel to those landowners 
whose w ater supply has 
been 
damaged. Such landowners have 
been compensated in money, or 
otherwise. 
It would serve no 


equitable purpose to release w a­ 
ter entering the tunnel for use 
by persons who have suffered no 
damage as a result of district op­ 
erations, and who have no title 
to, or interest in, the water. The 
district does 
not interpret 
its 
commitments as requiring that 
this be done.” 
Mr. Whitsett stated in his com­ 
munication that he had been au­ 
thorized on March 13 by the M. 
W. D. directorate to communicate 
with the supervisors. The letter 
is on file with the supervisors 
pending further study.

The draw ings w ere made 
by Elaine Flavin, and copies are 
being sent to the C alifornia Tu­ 
berculosis Association for use in 
other com m unities of the state. 
Parents are asked to sign the 
slips and retu rn them to school 
prom ptly so that their sons and 
daughters m ay be given the test.

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"Tell Congress to Wake Up,” 
“People Are Not Apathetic,” 
Says Senator John Phillips 


Lack of Advance Planning, Delay 
In Supplying Materials, Is Chief 
Bottleneck, Says State Investigator 


“The people are being charged with apathy in 
this war effort. I do not find any apathy with the 
people or the workers. 
Instead of telling us to 
wake up, I think we should tell Congress and the 
Administration to wake up,” said Senator John 
Phillips, one of the two members of the State Sen­ 
ate Committee which is investigating war produc­ 
tion efforts in California, yesterday. 


PEOPLE NOT APATHETIC 


Senator Phillips was interview ­ 
ed by a D esert Sun reporter. "The 
people fully realize w e are at 
w ar and they are greatly con­ 
cerned over the outcome. That is 
evidenced by the mass meetings 
throughout the nation and the 
thousands of letters 
and 
tele­ 
gram s being sent to 
Congress 
asking the governm ent to speed 
up production of w ar supplies. 


“I think the American people 
should be kept informed of exact 
conditions in the w ar industries, 
because the people can help cor­ 
rect the situation, for the w ork­ 
ers in these industries are recruit­ 
ed from the people." 
Senator 
Phillips 
was 
evi­ 
dently critical of the T r u m a n 
sub-com m ittee, 
which 
is 
the 
U nited States Senate 
sub-com­ 
m ittee investigating w ar produc­ 
tion on this coast. "The Truman 
com m ittee is evidently a w hite­ 
wash com m ittee," he said. "They 
held no public hearings. They did 
not interview the workers. They 
just cam e out here and looked 
over som e of the factories and 
shipyards and interview ed 
the 
m anagers.” 


Lack of Advance Planning 


“We hear a lot about bottle­ 
necks in w ar production,” said 
the Senator. “Our investigations 
so far show that the greatest bot­ 
tleneck has been the lack of ad­ 
vance planning in order to deter­ 
mine the m aterials to be used and 
when needed. For instance, there 
are 100,000 parts in a bomber. If 
there is any delay in getting one 


of those parts the completion of 
the bom ber is held up. The a ir­ 
plane factories are chiefly 
as­ 
sem bly plants. 
"T he bottlenecks now, 
th ere­ 
fore, are chiefly the suppliers of 
parts and m aterials." 
S enator Phillips said he has no 
sym pathy 
w ith 
the 
factories 
w hich shut down Feb. 23 because 
of an argum ent over double pay. 
He 
has 
no 
sym pathy 
w i t h 
any 
w ork-stoppage 
because 
of 
a dispute over hours and w ages 
w hen the A rm y and Navy and 
Air Force are pleading for ships 
and planes and tanks and other 
w ar supplies. 


Need M aterials Quickly 
W hether the 40-hour-week is 
to be preserved depends on the 
ability to get m aterial fast enough 
to require longer hours and if 
there are more w orkers available 
to get the w ork out quickly, said 
the Senator. 
Evidence presented to the com ­ 
m ittee indicates that at least sev­ 
en m illion people who have never 
w orked before should be w orking 
in th e w ar industries by 1943, he 
said.

Noble spoke as director 
of the “ Friends of Progress” , a subversive organ­ 
ization smoked out by the American Legion.and 
the FBI in California. 
It was one thing for tolerant, lax, incredibly 
soft America of peacetime years to permit Robert 
Noble and his kind, freedom to snipe at the foun­ 
dations of our constitutional democracy.

Western Command In Proclamation 


Establishes Curfew Law for All 


Japanese Americans, Enemy Aliens 


Moving swiftly in his mission of Japanese and alien enemy evac­ 
uation. Lieutenant General J. L. DeWitt, commanding the Western 
Defense Command and Fourth Army. Tuesday issued Public Procla­ 
mation No. 3. establishing a curfew between 8 p. m. and 6 a. m. for 
all Japanese Americans and enemy aliens in critical military zones. 
The edict requiring these persons to be in their homes during these 
hours applies not only to all of Military Area No. 1—comprising 
Western Washington, Oregon, California and Southern Arizona but 
to those residing in the "island" zones established by General DeWitt 
in the remainder of these states, and in Montana, Idaho. Nevada and 
Utah.

Heavy penalties for absence 
from residences during curfew 
hours are prescribed in a bill just 
signed by President Roosevelt. 
General DeWitt has placed upon 
every citizen responsibility 
for 
reporting any violations. 
Curfew Effective 
‘‘The curfew becomes effective 
Friday. It will be rigidly enforc­ 
ed,” General DeWitt declared. 
“Military necessity dictates such 
action, and military necessity re­ 
quires strictest enforcement. As a 
patriotic duty, each citizen is urg­ 
ed to report without delay to lo­ 
cal police, sheriff's offices, high­ 
way patrol officers or the F.B.I. 
any violation he may observe. 
These agencies will immediately 
take action. 
“Let me warn the affected 
aliens and Japanese-Americans 
that anything but strict compli­ 
ance with this proclamation’s pro­ 
visions will bring immediate 
i punishment. President Roosevelt 
j last week approved a law enact­ 
; ed by the congress (public law 
503, 
77th congress 
approved 
¡ March 21, 1942) providing a pen­ 
! alty of $5000 fine, or one year’s 


j imprisonment, or both for any 
failing to abide by any regulation 
or restriction appliable to mili­ 
tary areas. The curfew is such a 
regulation. 
“This is a war measure, and I 
warn again that swift justice will 
follow any violation, whether it 
involves disobedience to the cur­ 
few or the possession of contra­ 
band articles.”

| Spots 


By Carl Barkow 
President William Green of the 
A.F.L. and President Philip Mur­ 
ray of the C.I.O. have asked for 
a Congressional investigation of 
the “selfish interests" behind the 
thousands of mass meetings, tele­ 
grams and letters protesting the 
40-hour week, wage-and-half and 
double-wage for overtime, and 
the closed shop in war industries. 
There are indications that a Con­ 
gressional committee will con­ 
duct such an investigation. 
Why wouldn't it be a good plan 
to hold a mass meeting here and 
send telegrams to our representa­ 
tives in Congress? We might ask 
them to investigate the “selfish 
interests behind our protest." 
We could damsune tell the in­ 
vestigators that our selfish inter­ 
ests are the two million brave and 
unselfish men now in our armed 
forces and the eight or ten mil­ 
lion more who will be called to 
the colors before the war is over, 
who need all the ships, planes, 
tanks, guns, ammunition and oth­ 
er supplies the war industries 
can produce, if they and we are 
to survive. 
We could tell them that we 
want national unity, but that it is 
difficult to have national unity 
when a part of the population 
takes advantage of the war emer­ 
gency to wax tat while the others 
are expected to make all the sac­ 
rifices. 
We could tell them we do not 
think it is fair that loyal men and 
women must pay tribute to some 
union racketeers in order to be 
permitted to work in the war fac­ 
tories, and even after they have 
done that they are not permitted 
to work as long as they would 
like to unless they gouge their 
fellow Americans who are paying 
the bill. 
We could tell them that if it is 
right to take millions of our 
young men from their homes and 
good jobs and send them into 
battle, at $21 a month and board, 
it is also right to draft the men 
and capital who are or should be 
supplying the implements of war 
at the same rate of pay and put 
them under the same regulations. 
These are just a few of the 
things we could tell such an in­ 
vestigating committee. And inci­ 
dentally, it might be in order to 
investigate the investigators. Who 
are the selfish interests behind 
them? 
Lest somebody accuse me of 
being a union hater, I wish to 
state that ,on the contrary, I am 
in favor of organized labor. I 
know from experience that the 
typographical union has done a 
great deal to raise the standard in 
the printing industry and has 
performed a valuable service for 
employes and employers alike. I 
know that organized labor has 
done the same in other industries 
by abolishing sweat-shops and 
improving wages and working 
conditions. But I also know that 
most of the unions in the defense 
industries have become rackets 
that must be restrained if America 
is to win this war as quickly as 
it could be done if every Ameri­ 
can did his bit. It is the duty of 
loyal Americans to oppose such a 
condition. 
For instance, why should the 
welders in the shipyards be forc­ 
ed to join a half dozen different 
unions in order to be permitted 
to work? The welders’ strike was 
really a lock-out because they 
were not permitted to work un­ 
less they 
joined the various 
unions designated by the labor 
leaders 
Why should steel workers be 
permitted to handle only steel, 
wood workers only wood? Why 
can’t any man in a factory do any 
job at hand in the interest of 
saving time and money? 
We cannot expect to keep all 
the social gains of peacetime dur­ 
ing a war. The men in the armed 
forces and the millions of taxpay 
ers who are paying the wrar bill 
have to give up many of their 
social gains. Why shouldn’t the 
same rule apply to all of us? 
Men high in the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration are becoming dis 
gusted over the union misdeeds. 
Assistant Attorney-general Thur 
man Arnold, the President’s right 
hand man, has charged organized 
labor with injuring or destroying 
independent business men, and 
holding farmers and consumers 
at its mercy. 
The men in the armed forces 
are getting along all right with­ 
out a union that sets the hours, 
wages, and working conditions. 
They have to take things as they 
come. The men in the war fac­ 
tories would get along just as 
well under the same regulations. 
For 15» or 20 years we heard a 
great deal about the American 
Legion program of drafting labor 
and capital as well as the fighting 
men if America got into another 
war. Never again would one 
group draw fat wages, another 
group become rich, while the 
third group made all the sacri­ 
fices. What has happened to that 
program? 
It is in the communities that 
the war spirit and war work must 


originate, and leadership in a de­ 
mocracy lies with the people, 
said Mrs. Roosevelt last Sunday. 
"What really is necessary is for 
the people as a whole to realize 
that these three (freezing of wag­ 
es, profits and prices) go together. 
When they demand that action be 
taken along all three lines simul­ 
taneously, it will be quite easy 
for the administration to follow 
the will of the people,” she said. 
"The beginnings, I firmly believe, 
must come from the grass roots." 
The majority of the American 
people want to finish this war as 
soon as possible, and don’t want 
or expect to profit from it other 
than to establish a lasting peace 
as soon as an honorable victory 
is achieved. These are the selfish 
interests of the people who are 
holding mass meetings and wir­ 
ing the President, W. P. B.. Con­ 
gress and other Washington agen­ 
cies. 
• • • — 
We talked with a fellow yes­ 
terday who resented very much 
that the heads of organized labor 
presume to speak for all "labor” 
and that the press and radio refer 
to the 40-hour-week, double-time 
for Sundays and holidays or oth­ 
er organized labor matters as 
“labor” policies. “All labor does 
not go along with organized labor 
by a long shot, and the writers 
and speakers should differentiate 
between the two,” he said . 
• • • — 
That war demands upon the 
man power and wealth of Amer­ 
ica will be as great or greater 
than any in Germany, England, 
Japan or other fighting nations is 
indicated by some of the appro­ 
priations and requests: $89,000,­ 
000,000 for the Army, $42,600,­ 
000,000 for the Navy. That means 
every able-bodied man of mili­ 
tary age, probably up to the age 
of 45, will be in the Army or 
Navy before the end of next year 
and all the rest of us, men and 
women, will spend most of our 
time growing, mining or manu­ 
facturing supplies and equipment 
for an armed force of 10,000,000 
or more men. That's the best and 
cheapest way to win the war. To 
accomplish this it may be neces­ 
sary to conscript capital and labor 
as well as fighters. 
• • • — 
Do you remember the days be­ 
fore December 7, 1941, when ev­ 
erybody was cussing Hitler and 
Mussolini? We haven’t heard 
much about them lately: but we 
should not forget that Hitler 
started the whole mess. The con­ 
versation is all about the dam- 
japs. If you don’t believe it, ask 
the first 10 people you meet, who 
are we fighting? Nine will reply, 
“the damjaps,” and the tenth 
won’t know that we are at war. 
Once in a while you’ll find some 
cultured person who will use only 
the last syllable of the word, but 
the man on the street just calls 
them the damjaps. 
• • • — 
We had our Washington repre­ 
sentative look up the Congres­ 
sional Record, and back about 40,­ 
000 pages he discovered 
that 
along about December 8, 9 or 10, 
Hitler and Mussolini declared 
war on America and that our 
Congress immediately returned 
the compliment, but nowhere 
could he find any reference that 
this war is over. The people of 
the Atlantic coast probably real­ 
ize that Hitler is still raising hell 
in general. 


The best evidence that this is 
still the greatest Democracy on 
the face of the earth is that the 
quill drivers, spellbinders and 
commentators can let their hair 
down and tell everybody from 
the President down to the village 
whitewing just how this war 
should be conducted and blast the 
everlasting daylight out of any­ 
body who isn't doing it just that 
way. They have many different 
ideas, but all agree on this one 
point, America is going to win the 
war; it’s just a question how to 
accomplish this end the quickest 
and least painful way. If they 
were not so deeply concerned 
they wouldn’t get so excited over 
it. Most of their suggestions have 
a great deal of merit, and Con­ 
gress would do well to consider 
them. Here is one from Professor 
Frank B. Hutchinson of Rutgers 
University that especially appeals 
to me: 
“Advertising has a big job to do 
in our drive for victory. Wash­ 
ington must turn draftsmen loose 
on blueprints for some give-Hit- 
ler-hell psychology, some crowd- 
the-line bond buying action, some 
eyes-off-the-clock labor, minds- 
off-the-profits management and 
real step-on-the-gas production. 
Advertising, which sold us the 
pleasure of soft living, can sell 
us the need for hard righting.” 
• • • — 
Then there are those fellows 
with a sense of humor who may 
be more successful in correcting 
a ridiculous situation by ridicu­ 
ling it than the more serious boys 
are who beat tnelr chests and 
vigorously demand it be stopped. 
One of these boys is Tom Work 
of Burbank, who wrote J a m e s 
Landis of the Office of Civilian 
Defense, that as long as the O. 
C. D. has archery, ping-pong, tap 
dancing and appreciation of the 
arts on its program why not add 
stud poker to the curriculum? He

As soon as Selective Service 
Board 156 receives the data from 
Washington as to the probable 
number of registrants in this 
area, the board will decide on 
the number of registration places 
required in each community. Se­ 
lection of the registration places 
and the registrars will then be 
made. They serve without pay. 
Monday, April 27, has been set 
by President Roosevelt as the 
date when some 13,000,000 Amer­ 
ican men between the ages of 45 
and 64 inclusive must register for 
non-combatant duty under the 
Selective Service Act. The roll 
call will affect all men in the 
United States, Alaska. Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico, born on or after 
April 28, 1877 and on and be­ 
fore February 16, 1897. It is the 
fourth under the 1940 draft law 
and will raise the nation’s reg­ 
istered man power to almost 45,­ 
000,000.

In a cage in the Museum is a 
King Snake nam ed Dorothy. Dor­ 
othy has been in captivity now 
for over a year, and is as gentle 
an anim al as ever inhabited the 
earth. 
She is,

the present 
w riting, beginning the process of 
shedding her skin, and she is not 
a t her best. 


On the label above 
Dorothy’s 
cage is the phrase, ‘‘One of the 
most beautiful, as well as most 
valuable, 
of 
th e 
California 
snakes.” 
I hear 
many people 
read th a t and 
shudder 
at the 
N o r d beautiful, and they pass on 
the other cages. 


Snake Is Beautiful 


Have you ever tried looking at 
a snake w ith an unbiased a tti­ 
tude, fre_- of any past experiences 
or prejudices? 
Judged 
by 
all 
artistic standards, a snake is as 
lovely as anything else. 
Grace­ 
ful, w ell 
colored, 
symmetrical, 
practical—yes, and pleasant and 
smooth to the touch. 
It is only 
necessary to get rid of an un­ 
founded fear, th at perhaps took 
root in Eve, but is not inherent in 
the hum an race, in order to clear­ 
ly perceive 
the 
beauty of the 
snake.

D orothy—a
